American forces have captured 
Vasterville, 12 miles from Cap : de 
La Hague, and have reached Grene- 
ville, it was announced this morn- 
ing. 

American forces, striking light- 
ning blows at the crumbling Ger- 
man resistance in the northern part 
of the peninsula, are closing a ring 
of steel round the fortress of Cher- 
bourg, according to Robert Reuben, 
Reuter’s special correspondent. 

The previously strong resistance 
on. all fronts appears to have 
weakened, and little difficulty was 
encountered in yesterday’s rapid 
marches. An advance of as much 
as 14 miles was made at one point. 

American troops captured 
Valognes and swept a mile beyond 
the town at noon yesterday, as the 
Germans fell back on the inner 
perimeter of Cherbourg’s defences, 
United States Headquarters stated. 
Valognes is 12 miles south-east of 
Cherbourg, with which it is linked 
by Highway 13. 

The Germans fell back from 
Valognes without attempting a 
major stand. Simultaneously other 
American troops have advanced to 
St. Martin, only four miles from 
Cherbourg, in the deepest penetra- 
tion yet ino the Germans’ 
peninsular stronghold. 

William Stringer, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent, says that the 
Germans have been destroying 
Cherbourg for days. ; 


another Reuter . Correspondent. 
There are indications that the 
Germans are falling back fast, he 
adds. The German withdrawal to- 
wards Cherbourg suggests a deter- 
mined attempt to concentrate forces 
immediately outside and inside the 
town for the final battle, instead of 
dissipating already reduced forces á 
on the defensive perimeter.

The 
commentator, Colonel von Hammer, 
said last night that fresh Soviet 
tank forces have been hurled into 
the battle, and that fighting is now 
assuming almost unprecedented 
violence. “At some points,” he 
said, “the Finns are being crushed 
by overwhelming superiority in both 
men and material.”

Advance elements, sweeping 
past the city in an outflanking 
movement, cut the roads running 
westwards. East of Perugia vigorous 
armed reconnaissance met with little 
Opposition. The Germans are 
withdrawing through mountainous 
country. 

- Indian troops, driving beyond the 
city, have captured the villages of 
Ripa and Civitella d’Arno, to the 


north-east. They repulsed a Ger- 
man counter-attack, inflicting heavy 
casualties and taking prisoners. Nine 
miles west of Perugia a British 
column has reached the southern 
shore of Lake Trasimene. They ate 
nearing the road running along the 
western shore, which comes up from 
Orvieto to join the Perugia-Arezzo- 
Florence road.

FLOWERING 
SHRUBS 


BY G. O. SHERRARD 


THERE are probably more shrubs 

in flower in June than in any 
other month of the year, with the 
possible exception of May. Four 
large families of shrubs alone supply 
our gardens with dozens of varieties 
this month—Philadelphus Deutzia, 
Diervilla and Escallonia—it is indeed 
difficult to imagine our /gardens 
without representatives ef all these 
groups in shrubbery. 

The genus Philadelphus, popularly 
known as Syringa or Mock Orange, 
provides us with a number of admir- 
able shrubs, free flowering, deli- 
ciously scented and of easy culture. 
The smallest of the family is Phila- 
delphus Microphyllus, a neat plant 
about 4ft. high, smothered in small, 
highly-scented flowers; a real garden 
treasure.

Out of 3,986 
guaranteed preference stockholders, 
3,460 did not deal with stock, and 
out of 6,119 debenture holders.
